SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


‘To the School Board of Bennington:

Herewith is submitted my third annual report on the 


condition of your schools. 


Teachers 


There was one change of teachers at the beginning of 
Mrs. Marjorie Buker took 
the position in the Grammar room left vacant by the re- 
signation of Miss Towle at the close of the year in June. 
The teachers in the other two rooms remain as hereto- 
fore. The district is fortunate in being able to retain 
from year to year the majority of its teachers. This is 
sure to have good effect on the progress of pupils in 
school as no time is wasted in teacher and pupil making 


the fall term in September. 


‘adjustments with each other. 


General Work in Sehool 


There are certain fundamental things in school work 


that we are trying to emphasize this year. 


These are 


Arithmetic, especially in the lower grades, the work in 
English, both oral and written, and the spelling. These 
subjects are fundamental, and must be made to function 
rapidly and accurately in every one’s life. 
other phases of school work are necessary and essential 
to the child’s development, and these are not being neg- 
lected, but our aim is to stress particularly the fundamen- 


tal subjects mentioned. 


Of course, 
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In Arithmetic we are drilling on the fundamental 
operations in an endeavor to make them automatic in the: 
child’s mental life, and a part of it. The primary num- 
ber combinations are being drilled upon until they can be 
done accurately and rapidly. Addition, subtraction, 
multiplication and division is each receiving the same 
attention. The results have been good, many excellent 
individual scores having been made, and the standard 
for the grades as a whole is being raised. 


In English we are trying to have each pupil 
acquire the ability to speak and write clearly and gram- 
matically. No pupil should leave the elementary school 
without the ability to express his thoughts orally in a 
clear and forceful manner, and to write a letter or other 
simple composition with grammatical accuracy. To this: 
end emphasis is being placed upon strictly language work, 
and not so much upon purely technical grammar as such, 
except where it. will be of use in the language work. 


The spelling of the children is often faulty, due, per-. 
haps, to the fact that the instruction in it has been more 
or less haphazard. Within recent years it has been put 
upon a more scientific basis, and the instruction made: 
more definite. We have in use this year a list of 1000 
common words, the spelling and use of which must be: 
acquired by all pupils. To this list other words are added 
as need arises. The list referred to is a minimum list. 


The work in reading is very satisfactory. The first 
three grades are somewhat above the standard usually 
attained during these years.- On the whole all work is. 
being well done. 


Health Work 


The usual medical examination of the children was 
held last spring, and notices of defects sent to the par- 
ents. The following is the report presented by Dr. Tib- 
betts:

It will be seen by this report that the majority of 
children in the district have some physical defect that 
is hindering their normal development. One _ serious 
trouble with the present system of health supervision 
is the fact that in the great majority of cases no steps are 
taken to remedy the defects that are found by the exam- 
ining physician. According to Dr. Tibbetts’ report 37 
cases showed an improvement over the record for the 
previous year. The greatest improvement was shown 
in the number of teeth that had received attention. 


There is little value in discovering trouble, if there 
is no agency to remedy it. How large a proportion of 
the physical disability discovered under the _ selective 
service act during the late war might have been prevent- 
ed had proper remedial steps been taken early we have 
no way of knowing, but the number would probably have 
been large. There is a strong trend these days toward 
the school assuming more responsibility in the proper 
physical development of the child. There ought to be 
some agency whereby the defects found in children 
might receive attention. At this point comes up the 
question of the school nurse, working under the direction 
of the school board, and giving her entire time to the 
needs of the school children. In innumerable ways she 
could make her work effective. This supervisory union 
could employ such a nurse, each district paying its prco- 
portionate amount of the expense, and receiv-n1g a cor- 
responding amount of her time. This plan has been 
suggested and each district will have the opportunity 
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of voting upon the question at the school meeting this 
year. It is a matter that should receive careful atten- 
tion, and, I believe, the beneficial results accruing from 
such an arrangement would amply justify the expense. 


Repairs 


While the buildings are in fairly good repair there 
are several things that ought to be attended to in order 
to make their general appearance more attractive. The 
matter of painting was mentioned in my last report. The 
‘grammar school building needs painting badly, and some 
of the inside wood work in the other two rooms. This 
has not been done for some time, I take it, and the wood- 
work has become exceedingly dirty and grimy. 


The toilet arrangement is not very satisfactory espe- 
cially where the grammar school pupils have to cross 
the street to reach toilets in the other building. Aside 
from the fact that in inclement weather, and slushy 
muddy roads, the children have to expose themselves 
unnecessarily, it makes the supervision of the toilets 
more difficult. Each building should have its own toilets. 
The installation of chemical toilets for the grammar room 
would solve the problem very satisfactorily. 


Attendance 


The statistical table for the year ending June 1921 
is appended. The percent of attendance for last year 
was 93, the same as for the previous year. The number 
of tardinesses was 169, this being a decrease of 114 from 
the year before. This is as it should be. The entire en- 
rollment of the year was 91. The report for the first 18 
weeks of the current year is as follows: Enrollment 89; 
average attendance 82.1; average membership 85.9; per 
cent of attendance 95.5; tardiness 68. This is a better 
report than for the same period last year. 


General 


The teachers and pupils in the intermediate rooms, 
with the money raised through entertainments, have pur- 
chased a victrola and a number of good records. This 
is a great help in the work, and it may be used in a vari- 
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ety of ways. Every school building should have one of 
these instruments. 


Last June a class of eleven graduated from the gram- 
mar school, and a good proportion of them are continuing 
their education in the High School. So far as I know 
all are doing good work. 


All special days have been observed in an appropriate 
manner. These days afford an opportunity of teaching 
important lessons of patriotism and good citizenship. 


In closing permit me to express my appreciation to 
all who have, by their interest and cooperation helped to 
make the work in the schools successful.
